Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claiml-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

As to claim 1, it is unclear how the fluid is being forced from said housing towards said 
first medical implement. Is it when the devices are fluidly connected or when gravity force the 
remaining fluid in the housing towards the first medical implement or is it the element in the 
valve forcing the fluid towards the first medical implement or combinations thereof? 

As to claim 5, it is unclear what applicant regards as a member. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Pfister U.S. Pat. 
No. 4,334,551. 
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Pfister discloses a method of effecting a positive flow of fluid through a first medical 
implement automatically upon disconnection of a second medical implement form a valve 
having a housing with an element therein for controlling the flow of fluid through said housing, 
said valve defining a fluid volume within said housing and said valve in communication with 
said first medical implement (Figs. 1 A-1C), comprising the steps of: disconnecting said second 
medical implement form the said valve (11); moving a least a portion of said element to a 
position in which fluid flow through said valve to said second medical implement is prevented 
(figs. 1 A and B); and forcing fluid from said housing towards said first medical implement (fluid 
remaining in the housing will be forced to the first medical implement by gravity); as to claim 2, 
(fig. 1C); as to claim 3, (the examiner regards 23 as a piston); as to claim 4, (figs. IB and 1 A); as 
to claim 5, the examiner regards (24) as a member, since the examiner is unclear what applicant 
regards as a member; as to claim 6, (see claim 5 rejection); as to claim 7, (figs. 1A-1C).
